Tus appearance of the band des Guides du Roi des Belges 
amongst us, and the astonishment and delight which their pre- 
cision of executiun, and their delicate and refiaed playing has 
caused, will not lead to an improvement ot the military music of 
this country, unless the matter be takea up in high quarters. 

Our military music is in state quo. Our bands are, for the 
most part, supported by the officers of each regiment, and it is 
wonderful that under these peculiar circumstances, they should 
be in their present state of elliviency. Auy advance upon their 
present condition would be attended with an outlay which no 
staff of officers could reasonably be expected to make; so if we 
are to compete with our foreign neighbours in the wind band de- 
partment, a corps de mus que must be organized by our beloved 
Queen, or the Prince Consort, and, as in the case of the Belgian 
band, performers of eminence on their respective instruments 
must be selected. 

M. Jullien, in addressing the public (through advertisement) 
on the subject of the Belgian Guides’ band, takes the opportunity 
of calling attention to the importance of good military music. He 
says :— 

[The experience of the Allied Armics during the late war indisputably 
proved that a proper organization of military bands is a matter of more 
importance than some persons were disposed to think. How often was 
the spirit of the troops roused and elevated by the inspiring strains of 
martial music, or depressed for want of such a stimulus ! 

: The influence of music in education, civilization, and even in politics, 
is not sufficiently appreciated. M. Jullien has passed his life in study- 
ing its effect upon the people. After the continental revolutions of 
1848, he witnessed, every evening, and for a considerable period, how 
great was the influence of that magnificent and immortal hymn, “ God 
save the Queen,” in consolidating and augmenting the atfection and 
respect of the English nation for their beloved Sovercign. On the other 
hand, he saw, midst the unfortunate events in his own country, the 
enormous power exercised over the masses by the terrible effects of the 
“ Marseillaise.” 

_ But the present occasion will not admit of further dissertation on the 
influence of the divine art over nations and their rulers, M. Jullien 
hopes and desires that some more able pen will take up a question of 
such public importance. Meanwhile he confidently trusts that all those who 
feel an interest in the subject will, on hearing the Guides’ Band, agree 
with him, that some improvements may be introduced in this country 
with regard to military music]. 

There can be no doubt that music has a marvellous effect upon 
soldiery, in the field or in camp ; but M. Jullien appears to have 
forgotten that the ‘‘depression of our troops,”” &c., was not 
owing to any deficiency in our bands, but to their absence, the 
bands in many cases being detained at home, while the regiments 
were sent to fight. Our French neighbours had plenty of music 
in the Russian peninsula, and the men were thus kept constantly 
refreshed and inspirited, but this did not prove the superiority 


ity of our bands are intolerable in a room, and our bandmasters 

may hear the Belgian Guides’ orchestra with advantage, for their 

ensemble is never oppressive. But to expect our military bands, 

which are composed of men with a very imperfect musical educa- 

tion, to approach the excellence of one which consists of individu- 

ally distinguished performers, is unreasonable. 

It appears to us that Her Majesty's Private Band,—which, 

alas, is xever heard by us subjects,—is similar in constitution to 
that of the King of the Belgians, with the exception that the lat- 
ter consists of wind instruments (such as are generally employed 
in our military bands), with the addition of two or three contra- 
bassi. We have therefore a ¢it for the Belgian King's tat, and if 
we desire to rival him—to give him tat for tat—we must substitute 
Richardson for Reichert, Lazarus for Wuille, Harper for Du- 
héme, &c. &c. 

Unless the highest personages in the realm take up the matter, 
this can only be done by the formation of a society, for the per- 
formance of such music as is usually done by military bands. 
We have executants of great talent on every instrument that is 
employed in the military orchestra. Why cannot these be col- 
lected, and occasional concerts given? It is an established rule 
and remarkable fact, that what is done abroad by Government, 
isin England always accomplished by public or private enterprise. 
In the organization of a transcendent band of wind instruments, 
as in matters of a commercial or political nature, perhaps we 
should not even hint at the formation and maintenance of such a 
corps de musique by Royalty, but rather exclaim, Who will carry 
out the scheme ?

MR. BENEDICT’S MUSICAL FESTIVAL. 

The last of the three grand performances constituting Mr. 
Benedict's Musical Festival, took place at Her Majesty's Theatre 
on Wednesday morning. The programme was varied and interest- 
ing, thouvh scarcely any novelty made its appearance. The first 
part consisted of Rossini's celebrated Stabat Mater, 2 work which 
seems to increase in popularity. While the Royal Italian Opera 
resided at Covent Garden, Mr. Costa for s years introduced 
the Stabat Mater at the morning concerts of the establishment ; it 
has also been performed under the direction of Mr. Hullah and 
emg <4 the directors bap Hull ‘have'even ita 
e in the repertoire of the Sacred Harmonic Society. a 
sacred tinge us bow imparted to the music’by its author, bu 
will never occupy a position as a legitimately sacred work.

Rossini was little calculated for such a style of composition is gyf- 
ficiently proved by his having drawn largely upon Haydn, an 
author for whom he always expressed great veneration. So 
thoroughly was he imbued with the spirit of his favourite writer 
when he set the Stabat Mater, that he unconsciously appropriated 
some distinct strains, while parts of the work give unmistakeable 
evilence of a diligent inspection of The Creation. As a special 
instance of actual plagiarism, we may call attention to the fact 
that the first four bars of the opening quartett and chorus, 
*¢ Stabat Mater dolcrosa,’’ are identical with the commencement 
of ‘*Hodie mecum’’ in Haydn’s Passione. In spite of 
this reliance upon another author, the S:abat Mater may be consi- 
dered one of the very best works of Rossini. ‘There is a won- 
drous amount of steady tune in it, the instrumentation is quite 
masterly, and each separate morceau is amazingly effective. ‘Pew 
better tenor songs can be cited than ‘‘Cujus animam ;’’ a more 
beautiful duett than ‘Quis est homo” cannot be listened to; 
the contralto song, ** Fac ut m,’’ and the bass, ** Pro pecea- 
tis,’’ are in their way excellent, and the remaining concerted 
music is of really superior character. 

The performance on Wednesday would have been remarkably 
fine but for the want of a good soprano. Mdlile. Ortolani, in the 
duett with Madame Alboni, irritated us beyond measure with the 
tremulous vocalization of which we have before complained ; it 
was a positive nuisance. In the graceful quartett, ‘* Sancta 
Mater,”’ she worried us rather less. ‘The grand ‘ Inflammatus” 
was attempted by Mdlle. Spezia, who also took the soprano in the 
accompanied quartett, ‘* Quando corpus.” ‘The shake not being 
at present amongst Mdlle. Spezia’s accomplishments, it is almost 
needless to add that those auditors at all familiar with Rossini’s 
work were somewhat disappointed ; the passing shakes in the solo 
of ** Inflammatus,”’ and ihe long shake at the close of the 
tett, being dispensed with. The absence of the ¢rille, however, 
was the only defect in the difficult ‘* Quando corpus,”’ in which 
Madame Alboni and Signors Giuglini and Belletti sang, and 
which was much enjoyed and readily applauded by the audience. 
The rich voice of Alboni was heard to the very best advantage in 
‘‘Fac ut portem,”’ which she sang superbly, but we must find 
fault with her taking the notes E, D, F in the third bar of the 
melody, an octave lower, although we know it has been her custom 
for years. Signor Belletti has scarcely sufficient weight for ‘* Pro 
peccatis,”” but he sang it admirably. In the bass solo with 
chorus, which follows, Signor Vialetti and the choir divided 
honours. . 

Part II. consisted of a miscellaneous selection, opened by Mr. 
Benedict with an andante and rondo (in A flat) o‘ his own, with 
band accompaniment. The rondo is a sparkling little movement, 
which mizht with little difficulty be separated from the orchestral 
parts, and form a morceau de salon that would be a real acquisi- 
tion. It served rather to display Mr. Benedict's brilliancy of 
execution than his talent in writing, for the accompaniments were 
of the simplest form and of a very subordinate nature. Bonetti's 
charming romanza ‘Il desio,”’ introduced at the previous con- 
cert, was again sung by Signor Giuglini, and encored. The 
scoring of this bagatelle is delightful. ‘* Ia ci darem’’ was sung 
(and almost acted) by Mdlle. Piccolomini and Signor Beneven- 
tano, the Zerlina and Don Giovanni of the opera, as it is now 
represented at Her Majesty's Theatre. It was heartily

ROYAL SURREY GARDENS. 

Some most interesting performances have taken place in the 
music-hall during the last tew days. M. Jullien, mindful of the 
good impression which the performances of the band of the Guides 
from Paris produced, negotiated for a series of concerts by the 
band of the Guides from Brussels, thus providing an excellent 
change of entertainment at the Surrey Gardens, and at the same 
time the opportunity for his taking a country trip. 
The band of the Imperial @uides, it appears was organized by 
the Emperor Napoleon in 1852. The Belgian band commenced 
its career twenty-two years earlier. Independently of the advan- 
tage of this early establishment, and constant practice, it possesses 
the great desideratum of individual excellence on the part of its 
members, who are nearly all pupils of the celebrated Brussels 
Conservatoire, one of the leading musical institutions of the Conti- 
nent. The band consists of upwards of forty performers, who 
appear in cavalry costume, though we believe they have no con- 
nexion with the army. This fine corpsde musique militaire is 
maintained at the expense, and for the express gratification of, 
the King of the Belgians, and-in its constitution and management 
may be in sme respect .ikened to the private band of our Queen. 
The congé obtained cannct possibly be extended over Tuesday, the 
21st inst.,* so that the admirers of military music had better iose no 
time in paying them a visit. 
M. Bender, the conductor, to whom much credit must be given 
for the highly eflicient condition of his band, appears well quali- 
fied for his important post. Many of the compositions which they 
— are arranged by him with great. skill and taste, and his 

eating is of a decisive yet unobtrusive character. We have 
seen a list of the members of this band. We only find two names 
who have acquired a separate reputation. These ure Reichert and 
Wuille, the former one of the best flautists in the world (if not the 
best), and the latter a clarinettist, whose performances in concerts 
under M. Jullien’s direction, have been acknowledyed as of great 
excellence. But it must by no means be inferred that the talents 
of the other executants are only entitled to slight consideration. 
The solos in the fantasias gr pot-pourris to which we listened on 
Tuesday night last, proved that some most accomplished per- 
formers are to be found in the band of the Belgian Guides. The 
rincipal clarinet + (Herr Staps), is a very clever executant, and 
is tone is remarkably beautilul, and. the solos,—in a selection 
from Rossini’s Mosé,—on the trombone, bassoon, buyle, tuba, and 
cornet, clearly explained that Reichert and Wuille are associated 
with musicians of no mean ability... The rapid ‘ turns’’ in the 
grand jinale to this piece, were done with the most wonderful pre- 
cision and clearnvss, and the crescendo was particularly well ma- 
naged. In the first part of the concert, Mendelssobn's Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream overture was played with marvellous dis- 
tinctness, without at all shirking the speed. An adaptation of two 
movements from Beethoven's quintett wassearcely so novel, since

The glees by Pearsall, Bishop, and Stafford Smith, were per- 
formed for the first time by the Vocal Union. ‘‘ Return, blest 
days,’’ suffered from the lowness of pitch; the note was duly 
given, but a little conversation took place amongst the choir, and 
the pitch was lost. It must have been sung about half a tone 
lower than intended. The Vocal Union is not the only choir that 
begins to talk as soon as the keynote is sounded. 

The magnificent glee of Horsley, ‘* Now the storm,”’ was finely 
rendered, but the recitatives for the bass sounded vague and un- 
satisfactory, from the want of an occasional chord on the piano- 
forte, in order to decide the harmony, and inform the ear of the 
modulation implied. We believe the composer wrote a slight ac- 
companiment, for these recitatives. It might have been used 
without fear, for the sustaining of the pitch is no difficulty with 
such a choir as Messrs. Foster, Wilbye Cooper, Montem Smith, 
Winn, and Thomas. 

As the prosremme approached its close, the audience got 

hungry, and commenced encoring with Mr. Sims Reeves's fine 
singing of “ Excelsior,”’ continuing without abatement wsque ad 
finen._.‘*Dandirly dan,” and the catch, highly amused. the 
audience, The pianoforte solos were played by Mr. G. A. 
Osborne. y were his own compositions, ‘‘ Z’ Esperance’? (a 
nocturne) and an Ktude in E minor.

At the fifth ordinary general meeting, the directors submitted 
their usual statement relative to the affairs of the company for 
the twelve months ending 30th April last. 

From the accounts it appears that the total revenue of the com- 
pany during the last year was 115,627/. 6s. 8d., and the expenses 
87,8717. 19s. 1d., showing a profit of 27,7557. 7s. 7d. on the 
year’s operations. { 

A large amount, upwards of 11,000/., has been spent in the 
maintenance of the fabric. This has chiefly occurred in connexion 
with the fluors and roofs of the palace, the former of which were 
much decayed from their having been in contact witb the earth 
of the flower-beds ; and the latter, from their nature and extent, 
required time before settling to their places, during which con- 
stant supervision and expense have been necessary. The floors 
have been thoroughly rep:ired throughout, in such a manner as 
to prevent a recurrence of the decay, and the roofs of the great 
transept and of the other parts of the building have been also 
refitted, and put into a state of perfect repair and efficiency, and 
are now stronger and better than at any former period. A con- 
siderable outlay has been also incurred in the department of the 
external gardens—works rendered necessary from the fact that a 
considerable portion of the lower part of the park had hitherto 
been in an unfinished state; the whole has now been laid out and 
planted, and walks carried round the whole of the gardens, thus 
adding very considerably tv their extent and attraction. In ad- 
dition, an extensive cricket-ground has been formed, which will 
undoubtedly become a source of revenue in future years.. Asthe 
whole of these works are now completed, no further outlay on 
this head is likely to be required. The directors are deeply im- 
pressed with the great importance of reducing the expenses under 
all heads to the lowest possible limit, but still they believe that 
the real interests of the shareholders are best consulted by main- 
taining the palace and park at the highest state of efficiency and 

erfection; and, acting on this principle, they have felt that they 
had no alternative but to sanction such outlay as was necessary 
to attain this object. 2 

Freres, &c.—The large expenditure under this head has arisen 
from the cost of extraordinary attractions for temporary pur- 
poses, such as for the opera concerts, flower-shows, poultry-shows, 
peace festival, &c. ; but as on a careful analysis it is found that all 
these have not only repaid the sums expended on them but have 
left a considerable profit, this outlay bas practically been bene- 
ficial to the company. The arrangements made with Mr. Gye for 
the present year are of a nature considerably more favourable to 
the company than those of last season ; and as the opera concerts 
continue to prove attractive, the directors trust that the result 
will be as satisfactory as it was last year. The poultry-show was 
an experiment which proved highly successful, notwithstanding its 
novelty and the season of the year at which it took place ; and it 
is confidently expected that shows of a similar nature will in 
future become not only a source of attraction to the public, but 
also of revenue to the company. 

Increase or REvVENUE.— The directors refer with pleasure to 
the augmentation in the gross receipts of the company, every 
branch of which shows an increase. ‘lhe total number of visitors 
to the palace during the twelve months has been 1,412,922, 
against 1,352,113 in the previous twelve months, and the amount 
received for admissions, exclusive of season tickets, is 70,544/. 18s. 
against 61,1112. 12s. 2d. In the exhibiting department there 18 
also a satisfactory increase in the total amount realized, and by 
the operation of economy on the one hand, and increased receipts 
on the other, a net profit has been obtained of nearly 60000. for 
the last year, against very little more than 3000/. in the apron 
twelve months, while the building is now more fully occupied, bo 
in the selling and non-selling departments, than at any former 
period since the opening. Arrangements have been entered into 
with various parties, which the directors hope will further increase 
this branch of revenue during the current twelve months. 

Rattway Accrss.--The disadvantage under which the under- 
taking has hitherto laboured from the insufficiency of cheap and 
rapid means of transit between the palace and the west-end of the 
metropolis, and other populous districts, will in a comparatively 
short ‘time be removed. ‘The opening of the West-end. line, 
although only to Wandsworth-common, has already bad no incon- 


derable effect. in ‘increasing the number of visitors to the palace.

The directors are assured that this line will be 
Battersea by the end ‘of the year. | ‘They'ate: 
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the Mid-Kent line will by the same period have formed a junction 
with the populous districts to the eastward, thus bringing Green- 
wich, Woolwich, and all the suburbs in that direction into imme- 
diate contact with the palace. It is also hoped that the junction 
may be shortly formed with the South-Western line, and through 
that line with the North-Western and Great-Western Railways, 
so that excursions from the north, south, and west of England 
may be conveyed to the palace without change of carriage. 
When all this is completed the great practical difficulty of access 
to the palace from London will be to a great extent obviated; 
and as every year must add materially to this accommodation, the 
directors look forward with confidence to the undertaking being 
placed on a secure self-supporting basis. 

The directurs are not without hopes that the working of the 
current year may present a favourable result. The increase in 
the number of visitors during the past twelve months has been 
before adverted to; and the arrangements already made for 
large excursions during the present season (arrangements involving 
no outlay to the com any) warrant the belief that this increase 
will be progressive. Each season also develops new capabilities 
in the building for purposes for which it was before supposed 
to be unsuited. One of the most remarkable instances of this 
is furnished by the Handel Festival. The accounts of the festival 
are not yet made up so as to enable the directors to state with 
precision the pecuniary results of the enterprise, but it is sufficient 
to say, that while its success in a musical point of view has been 
complete and triumphant, it will add considerably to the revenue 
of the company, and that the experience and prestige gained will 
be of great service for the commemoration of 1859, and ensure 
that event being carried out in a manner in every way worthy of 
the occasion. The proprietors are doubtless aware, generally, 
that the festival has been carried out by an arrangement between 
the company and the Sacred Harmonic Society; but the directors 
cannot allow the opportunity to pass without expressing their 
sincere acknowledgments to the committee and officers of that 
society, and especially to Mr. Robert Bowley, the treasurer, 
whose untiring exertions contributed most materially to the 
success of the festival. 

The first: fiower show of the season was as attractive as these 
fées usually are, and more than commouly remunerative in con-

The advertisement convening the meeting having been read, 

The Chairman proceeded to move that the report and accounts 
be received and adopted. He expressed his regret that the ac 
counts for the past year did not present so favourable an aspect, 
»s he could wish. He thouzht that they would give him sincerity 
for that regr2t when he said he continued to hold 2,900 shares, 
the great majority being original shares. Further, himself and his 
brother directors had worked gratuitously for the benefit of the 
company and themselves, as shareholders. It might appear from 
their accounts that they were commerciuly retrograding. It was 
not so, how:ver, a3 aout 10,000/. had been expended during the 
past year which might be properly put to capital, were it not for the 
desire to close that account Last year there was a balance of 
20,000/., which, was app'icable to dividend, thongh it had been used 
for the interests of the comp ny, not being able to put out their 
debenture bonds. Of that amount 13,0007. had been received 
from the past year, so that the profits of the last year were only 
about 7,000/.. Had they pursued a similar course they might 
this year have had a balance of 14,000/, or 15,000/. to revenue. 
Large amounts had hitherto been expended by way of experi- 
ments to see what might her. ater be done with the palace, as he 
was not one who thought that the palace and gardens would 
attract alone. One great source of attraction was music, and 
experiments were made with the opera concerts, and the Handel 
Festival preparatory to that of 1859, and both had proved emi- 
nently successful. The latter had produced from 23,0007. to 
24,0007. and he believed, though the accounts were not made up, 
they would obtain for the palace a profit from it of 9,0002. or 
10,0007. Finding how well the palace was adapted for music, 
the great Handel orchestra and the concert opera would be con- 
tinued as permanent erections. The directors had been placed 
in some difficulty in not being able to put out the debentures; 
but they had met every claim upon the compen by obtaining 
temporary loans on their own responsibility. He called upon the 
shareholders to ass‘st them in putting out the debentures, which 
he believed offered a fair return for money, with ample security, 
as the directors would put them out at six per cent. for three

Miss Susan Gopparp assembled her friends in large numbers, 
on Monday evening, at Hanover Square, to her annual selection 
of music. ‘The fair and youthful pianist played four times during 
the evening, and is much improved, We regret that we were too 
late for Mozart's quartett inG minor; but Moscheles’ “Hom- 
mage 4 Handel’’ for two piano-fortes (which she played with 
Mr. Benedict), and Beethoven’s sonata in D minor (op. 29) gave 
her full opportunity to show her paces. Her touch is greatly im- 
prove‘ in freedom and firmness, and she has acquired sel f-possession, 
the sine gud non to success, To Beethoven's sonata she imparted 
the clear reading as well as the delicate playing needful to that 
beautiful though somewhat quaint inspiration of the author. The 
extreme youth, pretty countenance, and small and sylph-like form 
of the fair performer, should not be omitted in the lists of her 
good parts. True, one who sits aloft in the critical chair, has 
nothing to do with such sublunary matters, but if folks will 
raise their lorgnettes at such like gear, we must needs report the 
truth, and so there is an end of the matter. The vocal feature of 
the concert was the singing of Madlle. Stubbe, a lady with a 
gifted contralto voice, including in its register the entire mezzo- 
soprano compass. An aria from Semiramide, and some German 
songs, gave excellent occasion for the display of its magnificent 
qualities, Madlle. Stubbe is certainly born to disturb the repose 
of some of our foreign contraltos, Signor Solieri is, we believe, a 
new importation ; he has a tenor voice with a falsetto that ascends 
to. D and E flat with the clearness of ahorn. We had a violin 
fantasia, by Signor Favelli, and a violoncello solo by Herr Feri 
Kletzer, both gentlemen newly imported. If it were not for 
honest John Bull’s resolute love o: justice and fair play, we know 
not what would become of a score or two of these ladies and gen.

The lady, in place of the expected burst of wrath 
from her husband, is surprised at his simply demanding her signa 
ture to a deed of separation, accompanied by a promise from him 
to refrain from further interference or reproaches. This touches 
the better part of her nature. The lover is dismissed, and she 
promises reformation. The piece is not more than half-an-hour 
long. Mr. Shepherd and Miss Eburne have it all to themselves, 
and by the aid of some lively acting, carry it off exceedingly well.

ITALIAN MUSICAL WRITERS, 
Who flourished during the Sixteenth Century. 

Nicoto VincenTino.—With respect to this writer there are 
few modern books on music in which somz mention is not made, 
He published, at Rome, in 1555, a work entitled, ‘ Z’ Antica 
Musica ridotta alla Moderna Prattica,’ containing chiefly g 
series of dissertations on the music of the ancients, in comparison 
with that of the moderns. The author's principal design in pub- 
lishing it seems to have been to revive the practice of the ancient 
music ; and, for this purpose, he invented an instrument of the 
harpsichord kind, so constructed and tuned as (he hath told us) to 
answer the division of the ancient tetrachord in each of the three 
genera. Such a multiplicity and confusion of chords as attended 
this invention introduced a great variety of intervals, to which 
the ordinary division of the scale, by tones and semi-tones, was 
by no means commensurate. He was therefore reduced to the 
necessity of giving to his instrument no fewer than six rows of 
keys, the powers of which he has attempted to explain, but in 
very obscure terms. 

The success which he fancied he had attained by his instrument 
induced, after his death, many persons to attempt the recovery of 
the ancient musical genera; and several alterations of different 
kinds were made in it by a reduction of the keys and other 
methods. All these were, however, to no purpose. The arrange- 
ments of the tones aud semi-tones in the musical instruments, 
continue at this day precisely the same as they did when Vincen- 
tino’s ideas on the subject first occured to his mind. 

Ilis work has been variously spoken of by musicians. Some 
have condemned it ‘as containing the most absurd doctrines ; 
others have stood forward in its defence. Among the latter is to 
be numbered Dr. Pepusch. On the whole, however, it appears 
that Vincentino derived all his knowledge of the ancient writers 
from the works of Boétius and his contemporaries; and that, 
beyond some whimsical notions of his own, there is little contained 
in his publication which is not also to be found in them. 

Gioserro Zaruino, of Chioggia, an episcopal city in one of the 
islands of the Gulf of Venice, a celebrated theorist and practical 
musician, was born in the year 1540. He was a man of very ex- 
tensive learning; and there is reason to suppose that he was not 
originally intended for the profession of music. From the re 
commendation, however, of Adrian Willacrt, a well known 
French composer of his time, he was induced to apply himself to 
this study. 

He we made chapel-master of the Church of St. Mark, at 
Venice ; and he composed the music for the rejoicings at that 
place on the defeat of the Turks at Lepanto, which was much 
applauded. Notwithstanding this he is usually considered rather 
as a theorist than a practical composer; and he was indisputably 
one of the best of the modern writers on the science of music. 
He died at Venice in the year 1589. 

'The best edition of his works was published at Venice about 
the time of his death, in four volumes in folio. The first volume 
contains his ‘* Jnstitutiont Harmoniche;’’ the second ‘+ Dimostra- 
tioni Harmoniche ;"’ the third, “ Sopplimenti Musicali ;” and the 
fourth, a collection of tracts on different subjects, which have no 
relation to music. 

In the first three volumes, Zalino has entered into a long dis- 
course on the theory and practice of music. He has considered 
the subject’in all the various forms in which it appears in the 
writings of the ancient Greek harmonicians, and in those of later 
times.
